Why Eire’s

Neutrality is 
Possible - 


DECLARING that “it is high 
time to expose the neutrality 
racket which Fianna Fail is at pre- 
sent operating in their election 
campaign,” r. James Dillon at 
Clones yesterday said: “ Neutrality 
is possible for Etre, because Eire is 
a member of the Commonwealth of 
Nations, and, unlike the small 
nations of Europe, Eire has good 
neighbours who respect her rights. 
The Government of Eire profess to 
see no difference between the 
United States and Germany in this 
war. 
“I see all the difference in the 
world, and I venture to bet that 
anyone living in Holland, Belgium, 
Denmark, Norway, * Hungary, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, Austria, Greece, 
Yugo-Slavia or Poland would bear 
witness that, if we had Germany 
for a neighbour, the Irish Govern- 
ment’s neutrality policy would not 
last long. What would they not 
give for the very things our Govern- 
ment want to throw away—mem- 
bership of the Commonwealth and 
the friendship of the United 
States? ” i 

It was interesting, said Mr. Dil- 
lon, to compare our position as a 
member of the Commonwealth 
with that of Holland, Belgium and 
any other small country in Europe. 
When Germany wanted to put the 
British Ambassador out of Holland 
they bombed Rotterdam to dust 
and invaded Holland without warn- 
ing. - When the United States 
wanted to put the German Minister 
out of Eire they asked the 
Irish Government to put him 
out. Mr. de Valera immediately ' 
asked Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Africa to help him, 
although he pretended to have no 
use for the Commonwealth at all, 
and then wrote to the United States 
Government saying that the Irish 
Government would not put out the’ 
Gérman Minister. 

“The Americans did not: bomb 
us, they did not invade us, they did 
not question an Irish Government’s 
right to do what it liked inside its 
own country. Far from doing any- 
thing of that kind, they continued 
to send us petrol and other essential 
commodities,: while the British send 
us essential supplies as well. 

“It is true that Mr. de Valera was 
the first spokesman to proclaint that 
as between Germany and the United 
States, Ireland intended not to talk 
sides, but to remain neutral. I de- 
plore that decision, but the other 
parties in this State endorsed it. It 
Is now argued that Mr. de Valera 
has preserved the neutrality of ‘Eire. 

“ The truth is that the British and 
American Fleets have protected our 
shores from invasion and have con- 
veyed the bulk of essential materials 
imported by Eire since the war 
began, including all the ammunition 
and equipment for our own army. 
On our land frontier the British and 
American Armies have stood a 
million strong in Northern Ireland, 
and at no time. have they crossed 
that border, except to send us 
essential military supplies: when we 
asked for them. 

“If we are neutral to-day it is 
because .our neighbours have re- 
spected our right to be neutral if we 
want to be, but is there really any- 
one in this country who in his heart 
sees no difference between Germany 
and the United States? I doubt it, 
uwe often wonder why they remain 
silent.”
